Il am a descendant 
of a line of orthodox 
rabbis of Poland. Be- 
cause of this I re- 
ceived a strictly 
rabbinical education. 
Thanks be to God for 
His spiritual gifts 
which enable me to 
obtain the highest di- 
plomas from _ two 
Rabbinical Seminaries 
when I was only sev- 
enteen years of age. 

But these diplomas 
did not satisfy me. I 
continued to _ study 
most earnestly the 
Talmud and the 
“Shulchan Aruch,” 
and other rabbinical 
books. When I was 
twenty years of age I 
knew by heart much 
of the Talmud and 
other commentaries 
on the Old Testament. 

As a result of the 
thorough knowledge 
of these books, vari- 
ous rabbis came to 
consult me. about 
so-called “Kashrouth”’ 
questions and in spite 
of my youth they ac- 
cepted my decisions 


as the correct ones. is still

When I was twenty- 
five I became a rabbi at Dubno in 
Poland.

in utter ignorance of what 
taking place. 

A few weeks later I received a 
He 
spoke of various things in the let- 
ter, and quite casually mentioned 
that in case I had any desire to 
come to Palestine he could secure 
for me an entrance certificate. I 
was greatly pleased at the prospect 
of going to the land of my fore- 
fathers, and gladly consented to 
his suggestion. A month later I 
received the certificate and went 
at once to Palestine. 

Not long after my arrival the 
Chief Rabbi appointed me to the 
post of one of the secretaries of 
the Chief Rabbinate in Jerusalem. 
In addition to this he constantly 
showed me _ special favors, and 
wanted me to be near him. His in- 
terest in me became so evident that 
I began to wonder what was the 
cause of it. One day I frankly 
asked him the reason for it. Then 
he told me about the correspond- 
ence with my relatives and sought 
to show me the falsity of the teach- 
ing of the missionary in Poland. 


Let me confess just here that in 
my talks with the missionary, his 
words had entered into my head 
only, and not into my heart, and 
sometimes it takes long years for 
the truth to reach from the head to 
the heart — and so it was in my 
case. 

As the outcome of these talks 
with the Chief Rabbi I began to 
think that perhaps he was right, 
and the former conversations with 
the missionary gradually faded out 
of my mind. After the death of 
Rabbi Cook I accepted an appoint- 
ment as professor of Talmud in 
the Rabbinical Seminary at Tel 
Aviv, and was there for two years. 
But the Lord was still seeking me! 


One day I was traveling in a 
railway train from Haifa to Je- 
rusalem with several members of 
my committee. Directly opposite 
me in the car sat a young man. 
Presently he took a little book out 
of his pocket, and began to read

_it. Very clearly I read the words 


“New Testament” in Hebrew on 
the cover of the Book. I understood 
at once that he was a Hebrew 
Christian — a Jew because he read 
Hebrew and a Christian because he 
was reading the New Testament. 

In the presence of my committee 
I felt bound to protest to the young 
man against his reading such a 
forbidden book as the New Testa- 
ment. I began to criticize him 
sharply in such a manner becoming 
my position as a rabbi. 

The young man instead of being 
angry at my words replied smiling- 
ly: “Perhaps you can show me 
those passages in the Book that 
make you so opposed to it. Pos- 
sibly I can explain them to you.” 

As he uttered these words my 
mind at once went back to the 
time, years previous, when I had 
read a little in the New Testament, 
just superficially, not with my 
heart but merely with my head. 
Nevertheless I knew that in reality 
there were no passages in it that 
should make one angry at the 
Book. 

The thing that troubled me most 
just then was the presence of my 
companions. In order to keep their 
respect I must make a suitable re- 
ply to the young man. So I said, 
“How can I show you wrong state- 
ments in the Book since it is for- 
bidden to read any of it?” 

He replied, ‘How can you criti- 


~ cize:and condemn those things of 


which you have no knowledge? 
Please read the Book first, and 
then you will see that there is not 
a single thing in it to criticize.”’ 
I was silent. What could I say 
in reply? Did I not. know that he 
was right? Did I not feel the 
consciousness in my innermost 
heart and soul that there was not 
a single word in the Book that 
one could criticize or condemn? 
Suddenly my discussions with 
the missionary in Poland years 
previous came again into my 
mind. Why had I run away from 
the teaching he gave me which had 


: won all my respect? 


With the rapidity of lightning 
these thoughts flashed back and 
forth in my soul. Evidently the 
young man who was sitting op- 
908: me-saw the perplexed look 
on my face. Presently he said to 
me in a low tone of voice, “I see 
that our talk has made you be- 
come more interested in these 
things. May I offer you this New 
Testament? Please take it. I have 
another one at home. Your com- 
panions do not see now. They are 
looking out of the window at the 
fields.”” I quickly took the little 
Book and slipped it into my pocket. 

That very evening I went to my 
room in Jerusalem and began to 
read the New Testament. Before 
I started to read I prayed: “Open 
Thou mine eyes, that I may behold 
wondrous things out of Thy law” 
(Psa. 119:18). 
~The Lord graciously heard and 


- answered my prayer, and showed 
- me things that I had never seen 


before. As I read I felt there was 
being born in me a new heart 
(Psa. 51:10); and that new light 
was being given to me (Psa. 119: 
105). <As a thirsty man drinks 
deeply when he finds a fountain of 
refreshing cold water, so I felt that 
night while I was reading page 
after page of the New Testament. 
At a single draught without stop- 
ping I read the Gospels of Mat- 
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thew, Mark, and Luke; reading on 
and on until 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing! 

With every passing page I felt 
my conviction increasing and deep- 
ening that Jesus Christ was the 
true Jewish and prophesied Mes- 
siah. Slowly but surely I felt my 
laden heart and soul and spirit be- 
coming free and rejoicing. To me 
it was a very new and strange 
feeling. At that time I had no 
name for the feeling. I did not 
know what to call it, but it was 
very real. Certain portions of 
Scripture especially attracted me. 
I still recall many of them. For 
example, when I read the Sermon 
on the Mount I felt a new world 
had opened to me—a world of glory 
and of beauty. Then I thought, the 
revealer of such a world cannot be 
a wicked man such as the Talmud 
and the Jews in days past have 
pictured Him. 


When I came to His words, 
“Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away” (Matt. 24:35), I thought, 
“Sueh words could only be spoken 
by a madman, or by God Himself.” 
And I saw clearly from Jesus’ an- 
swers to the scribes and Pharisees 
that He was not a madman, but 
that He was unusually wise. So it 
must be true that Jesus was really 
God just as His disciples claimed 
(John 20:28). 


As I read the passage, “Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them; 
for they know not what they do”’ 
(Luke 23:34), I was deeply im- 
pressed. I compared this statement 
with that of Jeremiah when he 
was persecuted. Jeremiah was 
angry with the Jews and cursed 
them. But Jesus, even when He 
was nailed to the cross, had 
naught but forgiveness, mercy, 
compassion and prayer for His 
persecutors. What a tremendous 
difference! How much greater He 
was than the prophets! 


My soul was so thrilled and in- 
spired by what I had -been read- 
ing that though it was three o’- 
clock in the morning, instead of 
going to bed I knelt down for the 
first time in my life and prayed — 
for the Jews pray standing and 
not kneeling. 


I do not know how long I prayed, 
but I do know that never before 
had I prayed so earnestly and so 
definitely. I wept and asked God 
for light. I besought the Lord that 
He would show me the truth: 
which is right and which is wrong 
—the Talmud or the New Testa- 
ment? And for the first time in 
my life I prayed in the Name of 
Jesus! 


Following this prayer there came 
into my heart such peace and joy 
as I had never before experienced 
even on the Day of Atonement, 
though I had fasted and prayed 
very earnestly on that day each 
year. But never before had I 
known such peace and joy, and 
such assurance of reconciliation 
with God, as I then felt in my 
soul — and which, praise God, 
has continued from that hour un- 
til the present time. I knew be- 
yond any shadow of doubt that 
the Lord Jesus was the long fore- 
told Messiah of the Jews, and the 
Saviour of the world, and I ac- 
cepted Him as my own personal 
Saviour. 

After this I went to bed, but I 
could not sleep. I was still under 
the new consciousness of joy and 
peace and assurance. Then I heard 
a real voice saying to me, “Do not 
escape from Me any more. I will 
use you to glorify My Name and 
to be My witness.”’ I wish to point 
out that it was not imagination 
but a real fact. Immediately I an- 
swered, “Lord, here am I.” 

From that time my life has not 
belonged to me but to Him. In that 
very moment I yielded myself en- 
tirely to Him —under all circum- 
stances. I feel that even this is 
not nearly enough to repay Him 
for all that He has done in saving 
my soul from death. 

Alas, at first I was a secret be- 
liever, like Nicodemus. Inwardly 
I knew that the Lord Jesus Christ 
was the Messiah of the Jews and 
my personal Saviour, but outward- 
ly I continued to perform my rab- 
binical tasks and duties. For two 
months I led this dual life. But, 
oh! how oppressed and distressed 
I was in my soul. Finally I said 
to myself, “Stop: I cannot go on 
leading such a double life. I can- 
not go on serving God and Mam- 
mon” (Matt. 6:24). Then came the 
decision to confess Christ openly— 


come what would! 

That same day I told my com- 
mittee that I was leaving my po- 
sition as a rabbi, and that they 
were free to look for someone to 
take my place. They were greatly 
astonished! They urged me not to 
leave and said that if my salary 
was too small they would increase 
it. Then I witnessed to them very 
definitely that the Lord Jesus 
Christ was the Messiah of the 
Jews and my personal Saviour. 

Persecutions rapidly followed, 
but these did not deter me in the 
least. I knew beforehand that they 
would come. They stoned me in 
the street, and I was in bed for a 
week while a doctor came twice 
daily to bandage my wounds. When 
the Jews saw that persecution did 
not move me they tried another 
plan. 

A wealthy Jew offered to adopt 
me as his son and heir if I would 
give up Christianity. I said to him, 
“If you can give me peace in my 
soul, nearness to God, and the for- 
giveness of my sins, then I will 
return to Judaism.” 

He replied, “I cannot give you 
these things, for I do not have 
them myself.’’ The man approached 
me no more. 

Later when I was in such dan- 
ger that I did not know what to 
do I met an American missionary 
in a Bible depot. He began to 
speak to me in Hebrew, and on 
hearing of my conversion and of 
the danger to my life, he advised 
me to go at once to Beirut in 
Syria. He also gave me a letter 
of introduction to the pastor of an 
evangelical church in that city. I 
went to Beirut and, after being 
there two months, was baptized. 
Soon afterward I entered a Bible 
School near there, and I have now 
completed its course of study, and 
am witnessing day by day to my 
fellow Jews. 

My method of witnessing to the 
Jews is two-fold. First, I show 
them from the Old Testament 
Scriptures that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the true and foretold 
Jewish Messiah. I have already 
found more than 200 passages in 
the Old Testament which prove 
this fact beyond any doubt. In the 
second place, I show them the 
great superiority of the teachings 
of the New Testament over those 
of the Talmud. The blessing of 
God is resting upon this method, 
and already some of the Jews to 
whom I have witnessed have de- 
clared to me their faith in Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour.

Church Building 


Sunday morning, December 10th, 
when we enter our new church 
building at 201 East Tenth Street, 
the Fundamentalist Baptist Church 
congregation and all of our visit- 
ing friends will be seated (if they 
get there in time to get a seat!) on 
beautiful new pews, God willing. 

Not slat benches, such as we 
have used in most of our services 
in Dallas for the seven years and 
more that are gone. We thank 
God for those old benches. The 
money came for them in answer to 
prayer. Upon these benches many 
thousands of people sat and heard 
the gospel. From them literally 
hundreds — perhaps thousands — 
of sinners came forward to claim 
Christ as Saviour. (We estimate 
some 7,000 professions of faith and 
reclamations in this time, not all 
in public services.) Those slat 
benches were hauled about from 
one open air revival to another, 
and from one building to another 
until eventually many of them col- 
lapsed, one at a time, in some 
crowded evangelistic service, giv- 
ing way beneath the combined 
weight of some heavy-weights. 
Those slat benches continued to 
tear women’s stockings, nails 
worked loose and tore more than 
one pair of trousers. We thank 
God for them. But that is not the 
kind of seats we will have in the 
new building auditorium. No, beau- 
tiful church pews! 

And not even the respectable 
seats put out by planing mills, 
carefully finished by amateur 
hands and trying to look genteel! 
We would have built that kind of 
seats, but by God’s mercies, we 
were able to buy much nicer seats 
completely finished mearly as 
cheap. 

No, they are real church pews! 
Our church pews are factory made, 
form fitting, beautifully propor- 
tioned and finished in attractive 
light oak. These lovely pews would 
be suitable for any nice church.

More than half of the 
money is in hand, and more com- 
ing in every day. We estimate 
that when this paper comes off the 
press we will still need about $300.

us nigh. 

“But now in Christ Jesus ye who 
sometimes were far off are made 
aie by the blood of Christ” (Eph. 

3). 

It not only brings us near to 
God, but brings us near to one an- 
other. I can go to any community 
where I am an entire stranger, and 
preach this doctrine of atonement, 
and get better acquainted in twen- 
ty-four hours than I could if I 
talked about old Socrates and 
Plato for twenty-four years. The 
blood brings us nigh; we realize 
that we are “blood relatives.” The 
tie is stronger than any natural 
tie. If a church got divided and 
I wanted to bring them together, 
what I would do would be to preach 
Christ. Hold up the cross, and 
you will get the true believers 
around it in a little while; but go 
to preaching science and botany 
and astronomy and metaphysics, 
and you will get them all quarrel- 
ing. The cross is the drawing pow- 
er. The cross is the center. Bring 
people nigh to it and you bring 
them nigh to each other.

quickly the family will come to- 
gether. So we gather around the 
cross where Christ died for me and 
for you. That brings us nigh; I 
am a blood relative of yours. 


It Makes Peace 


The blood is precious because it 
makes peace. “Having made peace 
pot the blood of the cross” 
(Col. 1:20). 

You can look for peace the world 
over, and you will never find it un- 
til you get to the cross. You 
haven’t got to make it; it is al- 
ready made. Did you ever think, 
when Christ died, He made out 
His will? Perhaps you thought you 
had never been mentioned in any 
will. Well, you have, if you are a 
child of God. When Christ was on 
the cross, He made out His will. 
He willed His spirit back to His 
Father; He willed His body to 
Joseph of Arimathea; He willed 
His mother to John the son of 
Zebedee; and then to His disciples 
He said, “Peace I leave with you; 
my peace I give unto you.” Joy 
and peace were His legacies. Pret- 
ty good legacies, weren’t they? 


“You can have them if you will. 


They say now-a-days that they 
can’t make a will that is so sure 
that some keen lawyer can’t smash 
it all to pieces; but I challenge 
any man to break Christ’s will. He 
rose to execute His own will. 
Neither man or devil can break 
it. He made peace by His blood 
on the cross. 

I want to say very emphatically 
that I do not believe there is a 
man or a woman on this earth 
who knows what peace of con- 
science and peace of mind and 
peace of soul are who doesn’t know 
the doctrine of the atonement. I 
do not believe there is a spot where 
peace can be found except under 
the shadow of the cross. The bil- 
lows may come surging and rolling 
up against us, but if we find refuge 
and shelter under the cross of 
Jesus Christ we have peace. 


Do you want peace? Is your 
soul tossed on the waves of trouble 
and sorrow and persecution? If 
you do, my friends, just get hold 
of this doctrine. 


During the last days of the civil 
war, when many men were desert- 
ing from the South, Secretary 
Stanton sent out a notice from the 
War Department that no more 
refugees be taken into the Union 
army. A Southern soldier hadn't 
seen that, and he came into the 
Union lines and they read the order 
to him. He didn’t know what to do. 
If he went back into the Southern 
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army he would be shot as a de- 
serter, and the Northern army 
wouldn’t have him. So he went in- 
to the woods between the armies 
and stayed until he got starved 
out. He saw an officer going by, 
and he rushed out of the woods 
and told this officer that if he 
didn’t help him he would have to 
take his life. The officer asked 
what was the trouble. He told 
him. The officer said: 

“Haven't you heard the news?” 

“No, what news?” 

“Why, the war is over. Lee has 
surrendered. Peace is declared. 
Go to the first town, and get all 
the food you want.” 

The man waved his hat and went 
to the town as quick as he could. 

I want to say that peace is de- 
clared, the war is over. Be ye 
reconciled to God, and the whole 
thing is settled. The trouble is on 
your side. The blood is on the 
mercy seat, and as long as it is 
there the vilest sinner can enter 
and be saved for time and eternity. 


It Justifies 


It is precious, because it: justi- 
fies me. “Being now justified by 
His blood we shall be saved from 
wrath through Him’”’ (Rom. 5:9). 

I haven't been able to climb up 
to the height of that word ‘“‘justi- 
fied.” Do you know what it 
means? It is better than pardon. 
Justification means that there 
isn’t a charge against you. Your 
sins are completely wiped out; 
they are not to be remembered; 
they are not to be mentioned. 
Think of it! God says He puts 
them out of His memory. In other 
words, I have been running up an 
account down at the grocery store 
for some years, and I haven’t any 
money to pay. I go down there, 
and the storekeeper says: 

“Mr. Moody, I have good news 
for you. A friend of yours came 
here today and paid the whole bill; 
it is all settled.” 

That is justification. “Who shall 
lay anything to the charge of God’s 
elect? God that justifieth? He 
won’t do it; He would be a strange 
judge if He justified a man and 
then brought a charge against him. 
“Who is he that condemneth? 
Christ that died, yea, rather that 
is risen again?’’ Thank God for 
the precious blood which justifies 
me. No wonder when that truth 
dawned on Martin Luther, he rose 
and he shook all Europe.

When that comes, I am 
going to be with Christ on the 
throne, I am not going to be 
judged! That day is passed to the 
true child of God. “He was wound- 
ed for our transgressions, He was 
bruised for our iniquities,” and is 
God going to demand payment 
twice? I am going to have bold- 
ness in the day of judgment.

and if found guilty there was no 
hope for him unless the king would 
intercede. They went to the king, 
and he finally consented to give a 
pardon, but he said, “Let it be 
secret, and if the man isn’t con- 
demned, do not say anything about 
it, if he is condemned, he can use 
the pardon.” 


The man went into court with 


the pardon in his pocket, and he 
was quite cheerful about his trial. 
It went against him, and when 
the judge pronounced the sentence 
upon him, he took pains to say 
that he and the whole court were 
shocked to think that a man could 
be on trial for his life and be so 
unconcerned. 

When the judge got through, the 
man stepped up and laid the king’s 
pardon on the judge’s desk, and 
walked out bold as a lion. 

You have a charge against me. 
What do I care? God has justi- 
fied me. He comes and says, 
“Moody, you are a saved man.” 
Yes, saved by grace, saved for 
time and for eternity.
